INTERESTING: RXKRCISE8 IN THE NEW YORK 
INSTITUTION FOR THE INSTRUC DON OF 
TnK DEAF AND 1H MI!. 

[From the AVio York Herald, May 17.] 

The spirit of song was as surely in 
the chapel of tho New York Institu- 
tion for tho Instruction of the Deaf 
and Dumb yesterday afternoon, as if 
tlie singers had not boon voiceless. 
When a class of maidens stood up and 
repeated hymns and glad chorals in 
unison of sign, it was as truly sung as 
when " the morning stars sang to- 
gether." Tho chapel was full, for 
not only were the most of the pupils 
big and little, present, and 
thero are more than four hundred of 
them, but there were more than one 
hundred of the friends of the Institu- 
tion there. It was not supposed that 
interest in the election of directors 
and officers was all that called them 
together, though there had been the 
annual election just before tho ex- 
hibition. Erastns Brooks had been 
chosen to fill tho place of President 
Henry E. Davies, LL.l)., whoso death 
was of recent occurrence. Enoch L. 
Fancher, LL.l)., had been chosen 
first vice-president, and the Rev. 
Charles A.Stoddard, D. lb, second 
vice-president. Edward si. Town- 
sond had boon elected director in 
place of tho late president, and fol- 
lowing named gentlemen directors 
for the ensuing three vears : — Itcv. 
Thomas Gallaudet, D.D. : William 
Frothinghani, M.D. ; Benjamin H. 
Field. William H. Fogg, John I.. 
Tonnole. Hev. Sullivan H. Weston. 
D.D.; John T. Terry. Rev. Charles 
II. Parkhurst, D.D. It was simply 

a re-election of the dire ct ors whose 
term of office had expired, so that the 
Board IS the same as before, excepting 
that Mr. Edward M. Townsend has 
been pat upon it. 

The interest of the occasion, as was 
said, was almost entirely in the ex- 
hibition given by the pupils of their 
wonderful attainment, for they cer- 
tainly wore wonderful considering the 
infirmity common to them all. The 
little ones came first, and excited the 
greatest surprise among those of tho 
spectators who were not familiar with 
the work. In classes of six they stood 
on the platform as bright and happy 
in appearance as if their life was 

iierfeet. Watching their teacher Dr. 
'eet, tho principal of the insti- 
tute, they not only understood 
his sign-language, which is '• spoke " 
with one hand, and obeyed his instruc- 
tions — touching a door or a hat or 
other articlo — but they wrote on the 
blackboard answers to his questions, 
and wrote so neatly and beautifully 
no writing master would have been 
ashamed of their proficiency if it had 
been shown by a class a dozen years 
their seniors. Tho little ones who 
did this wore seven or eight years 
old, so little they could only reach 
half way up the blackboard, and 
when they had written the lower 
half nearly full, they twisted their 
littlo knees into the most comical and 
"cutest'' angles imaginable to get 
at the lower lines. Among them 
were children who had never heard a 
sound in their lives, and they had 
only been under instruction since 

September, last. 

LESSONS a AKTKUT.AT10S. 

The next class was of largo children 
from nine to twelve years old. who 
had been in the institution a year or 
more. They took their direct 
from a class teacher in the same sii 
language and then set at work a 
gently, one to write the Command- 
ments, one the Lord's Psayer, one 
the accepted orthodox version of the 
creation of Adam and Eve and the like 
tasks. These, too, wrote beautiful 
hands — one of thorn especially, rival- 
ling l copperplate engraver in the 
perfection of his letters. While they 



worked another class was called, who 
had studied articulation, and from 
their teacher, a young lady whose 
features were so "expressive" and so 
mobile that they convoyed her 
meaning even to the audience without 
a sound, they received words and 
letters which they wrote down. Then 
they pronounced" the words pointed 
out to them, speaking, indeed in the 
harsh voices characteristic of those 
who cannot hear their own words, but 
speaking nevertheless. Some spoke 
so distinctly that the visitors could 
understand them and some wore less 
perfect, but those who could not be 
understood by strangers were under- 
stood by their fellows. This was 
shown when ono after another wrote 
on the blackboard what was said to 
them. The character of this feat will 
be understood when tho reader re- 
flects that neither the ono who spoke 
nor the ono who wrote at dictation 
knew what a sound was. Jan* 
Caton, a young man who can neither 
■ee, hear nor speak, was seated at a 
type-writing machine, and wrote 
rapidly aa expression of his ideas re- 
garding the Institution, which, it is 
needless to say, wore of the most flat- 
tering nature." All the instruction he 
can receive is given to him by the 
hand signs of his teacher, and the only 
way he can perceive is by laying his 
hands on theirs. Yet he is said to be 
learning rapidly and to have a very 
tolerable knowledge of history and an 
idea of Shakespeare's plays" What 

•hat idea must be seems to bo beyond 
conjecture. Other similar exhibi- 
tions of the mastery of the communi- 
cation of thought, obtained by the un- 
fortunate people were given, "and af- 
ter tho exercises were closed many of 
tho visitors inspected the work rooms 
whore the girls are taught to sew and 
the boys to do type setting, carpen 
tor's work, shocmaking and tailoring. 
During the last year the estimated 
money value of the work done by the 
inmates was about 116,000, of which 
$2,300 was in printing.

There 
was a time when the opportune 
offered for deaf-mute education Wi 
very meagre, but since we have a pri- 
mary school in Boston and an ad- 
vanced one at Northampton, we 
should educate our children to be self 
supporting and not dependent on pub- 
lic charity.

EdITOB .lot HNAi. : In looking 
over a back number of the Joins \i., 
my attention was called to an article 
of Mr. Ilussell Smith, in regard to 
the National Deaf-Mate Convention, 
of 1883. 

Mr. Smith says "the committee 
(National executive - ) talked soinew hat 
of holding a conference in Chicago 
next summer, to discuss whether the 
coming convention would take place 
in New- York or not. As yet, they 
have not decided to hold said con- 
ference." I. and others that 1 know 

of. as members of the executive com- 
mittee, have received no notification, 

or ever before heard of such a con 
fcrence. and I am quite sure nothing 
was said about such a conference 
while the Committee was in B< 
at Cincinnati. 

Owing to the failure of the Nation- 
al Fair project, and other causes, I 

think it time the committee was tak- 

OU in the matter, and I 
approve of a conference being held 
this summer, in cither Chicago, or 
St. Louis, Or New York, and 1 would 
like to hear from other members of 
the committee, and especially the 
venerable Chairman. If a change of 

place for holding of the Convention 
is to be made, it, might be done with- 
out, an assembled conference, but as 
there is other, hardly less, important 
business to transact, it would be bel- 
ter for the Committee lo convene 

this summer. 1 thought the oommit- 

ter-too hasty in deciding upon the 
place for the next convention, so 1 
spoke and voted against it ; for 1 
wished to consult others from m 
lion of the country. and ' not 
vote for a place that suited alone mv 
ire. 
Using Mr. Smith as authority, "the 
deaf-mates of the West begin object- 
ing to the coming Convention in New- 
York." because reduced rates on the 
railroads cannot be had. This is 
certainly the most important matter, 
but if there is no great event in any 

other part of tin- country, where re- 
duced rates can be had, thev have no 



could do that any way. but it would 
not, in half the instances, work, un- 
less it was a rule of the Convention. 

Some better way for the election 
of officers should be' made. ".Machine- 
ry" is used in most all conventions, 
and the present mode of electing of- 
licers in our conventions present! an 
inviting field for the practice of this 
wily art: and, rather than have any 
one even accused of such, it, would bo 
better to remedy what could, and is 
doubtless, to become an evil. Most 
any section of the country where ihe 
convention is held, could muster 
enough votes (o control the conven- 
tion, and should they elect the offi- 
cers, with a partial" President, the 
nationality of the convention would 
be a farce, and that would be tho 
last of the National Convention. 
Honor to Ohio for not practicing this 
at the last convention. Some of her 
most favored sons were in favor of 
allowing each State one vote. This 
is really too liberal on the part of a 
largo State. It would he more like 
justice to allow each State as many 
votes as congressmen. 

This could be attended to just 
before the assembling of the conven- 
tion, but in my humble opinion, it 
would be better to do so this summer. 
It will give an opportunity for the 
expression of popular opinion, and 
if a mistake should be made, there 
would be plenty of time to remedy it.

Origin and History of the 
Society 



The 26th of April was a day long to 
be remembered by the mutes of 
Boston, for on that day they witness- 
ed the rewarding of a faithful and 
zealous member of the committee. A 
long time has elapsed since then with- 
out any mention of it in the Journal, 
aad at the rccpiest of outsiders who 
were not present but had got an 
inkling of the affair, the following ac 
count is given. It was the 00 
of an nnnsually interesting lecture up 
on " The Prince and the Pauper," of 
Mark Twain, a book written in the 
author's best vein and one worth read- 
ing by old and young. Tho adven- 
tures of the two children of Royal 
Aristocracy and Pauperdom, whose 
fates were intermixed up by the ac- 
cident as it were of an author's brain, 
furnished a good deal of amust merit 
to the large audience, who paid the 
closest attention throughout the 
lecture. At the close, the lecturer, 
who was none other than Harry 
White, called Mr. Geo. A. Holmes to

at the act but also at the kind, friend 
ly spirit, which had prompted it. He 
was surprised upon reading tho list 
of those who had contributed towards 
the present, just handed to him by 
Mr. White, to find the names of al- 
most all prominent, mutes and Others, 
who had been opposed to him in his 
views and policy. He was very glad 
lo lind his efforts appreciated by 
friends as well as foes. Certainly it 
was a great surprise to him. He had 
taken bold of the society's reins after 
they had been dropped by Mr. Bowes 
and others. He paid a deserved 
tribute to the help' afforded him by 
J. T. TillinghiiHt and Win. Lynda 
He bus the whole charge of the col- 
lections and the direct supervision of 
i he agents, before the moneys are 
banded over to Mr. Sl.urgis for_ safe 
Iteephua His ottee is besieged 
daily by deaf mutes almost, to the 
loss of his money, for he works 
by tho piece, so much so in 
deed as to be the subject of remark 
on the part of this employer and his 
fellow clerks. But does he complain 
of it? No; he and his time are al 
ways at the service of the members of 
the society, and this ring amply com- 
pensated him for whatever trouble 
and loss he has sustained. He would 
accept it as o pledge f,f their regard 
and good will. He elosed witl 
thank nd all for that token of 

regard. Daring his reply, he 

was frequently applauded, but he was 

I by a perfect storm of applause 

at the end. 

A few remarks as to the origin 
the present society may be interesting 
to state in this plain. The old Libra 
iy Association wa* in a flourishing 
condition, with plenty of funds in its 

liy, a good sized library, and 
various conveniences, but the money 
was all squandered in wasteful e X 
travagance, and as a consequence, the 
society was bead over herds in debt 
It was closed to pay debts, and the 
association broken up. Mr. Holmes 
jn t then took hold of the matter and 
consulted with J. T. Tillinghast. 
The sage of New Bedford, who is 

and cautious by nature, shook 
his head, throw cold water upon tho 

t and said he did not think 
SQOtbeT society could succeed upon 
the ruins of the last One, but Mr. 
Holmes, who is just the opposite of 
Mr. Tillinghast, being bold, confi- 
dent and energetic, urged that with 
prudence and good management in 
the hands of a responsible, well 
known Board of Trustees, a new 
ety could bo organized. He pi*> 
vailed upon Mr. Tillinghast to come 
and see Hon. .lames Slurgis, the 

. nt Treasurer of the Nor,. 
about the matter. Mr. Sturgis did 
not exhibit mueh willingness to act 
as one of a Board of Trustees for tho 
new Soej.ty, but being prevailed up 
on by the representations of Mr. 
Holmes, who was the more sanguine 
of the two, ho finally consented to a 
trial of aix months, during which p 



od Mr. Holmes was to collect money 
and report the amounts to him. 
Nothing discouraged, Mr. Holmes, 
with his usual buoyancy of spirit, 
set to work at once and appointed an 
agent to collect subscriptions. Tho 
result j ustified Mr. Holmes' expec 
tations. Mr. Sturgis' name and re- 
putation were a tower of strength to 
the new society. At 1 1 of the 

six months, Mr. Sturgis and four 
other well-known men in Boston 
consented to act as a Board of 
Trustees. A short time afterwards, 
a room was hired in the old Boylston 
Hall, meetings wero opened, and the 
society was placed in successful opera 
tion once more. 

The Trustees immediately appoint 
ed Mr. Holmes to the position of 
Paymaster of tho Society, which he 
still retains together with direct con- 
trol of its affairs. Feeling the need 
of an associate, he asked the permis- 
sion of Mr. Sturgis to take Mr. 
Tillinghast into the government 
of the Rocioly, which permission was 
granted to him.' Afterwards, the two, 
feeling tho need of a third party in 
cases of tie votes, appointed Wm. 
Lynde as another member of the 
Committee. Then the question of a 
chairman came up. By reason of his 
services in the successful organiza- 
tion of the Sodety, Mr. Holmes was 
entitled to the place, but ho gene 
rously declined it in favor of Mr. Til- 
linghast, who, it must be confessed, 
has somotimes taken advantage of 
his position to appropriate to himself 
the credit which justly belongs to 
Mr. Holmes. Mr. Tillinghast may be 
Vnohead of the Society nominally by 
virtue of his office, but Mr. Holmes 
is the head in fact, for it is he that 
manages the pecuniary affairs of the 
business and bears the brunt of the 
battle in the various grumblings 
and disputes on tho part of the mem- 
bers. If anything goes wrong in the 
society, who is so much blamed for 
it as Mr. Holmes! And who takes 
more part in the affairs of the Society 
than Mr. Holmes? If there is any 
one who works as faithfully for the 
Society and takes an active part in 
its affairs as Mr. Holmes, it is Mr. 
Lynde. As for tho honorable Mr. 
Tillinghast, he sits in his ofioe, 
many miles away, safe from the can- 
non shots and bayonet cuts, coining 
to Boston only once a month to pre- 
side at a meeting of tho Committee. 
As it is, only the smoke of tho battle 
reaches him, making his eyes blink 
so much. Honor to whom honor is 
due. Every one who is at all acquaint 
ed with the affairs of the Society, 
whether friend or foe, knows that Mr. 
Holmes is tho hardest worker in the 
Committee, and it is about just that 
he should have credit for what he 
has actually done and is doing. This 
has been written in a spirit of justice 
only. 
After two or three years, the members 
became dissatisfied with their qunr- 
ters, and the Committee endeavored 
to obtain a better location, but with- 
out success. Then they offered a re _ 
ward of five dollars to any one who 
should succeed in obtaining a better 
hall upon reasonable terms. Several 
membefl tried tO win the prize, but in 

vain. Things remained mi ttdiu <fuo 

for some time, until Mr. White cams 
home from College, and at the re- 
quest of the members, he undertook 
the quest, and on the same day secur- 
ed the present elegant and 0OOV 
modioim hall of the society. This is 
the history of tho society from tho 
beginning, and in thus rewarding 
Mr Holmes, it cannot be denied that 
the members did themselves credit in 
recognizing the services of a faithful, 
efficient officer, to whom, more than to 
any one else, it owes its present ex 
istence.
